Downtown. Councillors 
approve new deal for 
$6oi-million project

Edmonton’s downtown 
arena could finally be under 
construction this summer 
after city council approved a 
new deal with the Katz group 
Wednesday. 

In a 10-3 vote, city council 
approved the $601-million 
project, which will include an 
LRT connection and a Winter- 
garden pedway. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
this deal would support the 
Oilers and improve downtown. 

“We need a downtown 
that is more vibrant and this 
project will do that,” he said. 
“We have to build a city and 
this is a big part of building 
this city.” 

The city will pay $219 mil¬ 
lion for the project, with the 
Katz Group contributing $143 
milhon, $125 million from 
a ticket surcharge and $100 
milhon from the provincial 
government, which has not yet 
agreed to that commitment.

Provincial 
cash missing 
from deal 

While there was much ju¬ 
bilation about a new deal 
on the downtown arena, 
there’s still a $100-million 
hole in the agreement. 

As in previous ver¬ 
sions of the deal, the new 
arrangement sees $100 
million coming from 
the provincial or federal 
government to help build 
the facility. 

The lack of funds raised 
some significant concerns 
among councillors. 

“This deal is not even 
supposed to proceed 
without provincial money 
and we don’t have that 
after two years of begging 
for it,” said Coun. Kerry 
Diotte who voted against 
the deal. 

Coun. Tony Caterina 
voted for the deal, but 
implored city administra¬ 
tion and the Katz Group to 
come up with a plan B in 
case the province didn’t 
come to the plate. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said he has discussed 
the issue with provin¬ 
cial politicians and he is 
optimistic. 

“Minister (Doug) 

Horner said over the 
Christmas season that he 
will hopefully come up 
with a program,” he said. 

Horner’s spokesperson 
Robyn Cochrane said there 
would be no direct fund¬ 
ing for the arena, but the 
province is considering a 
program to help with spe¬ 
cial community projects. 

She could not say if it 
would be in the budget. 

“Our government is 
working through some 
difficult financial times so 
at this point we can’t say 
whether it will be included 
in budget,” Cochrane said.

New deal resurrects 
city’s arena project

The deal that resurrected Ed¬ 
monton’s downtown arena 
Wednesday will keep the 
Oilers in town for the next 
35 years at least, but will 
come with a major city in¬ 
vestment. 

The deal, which came 
before council after the city 
restarted negotiations in De¬ 
cember, is largely similar to 
the one they first struck in 
October 2011. 

Among the changes are 


the Katz group will now re¬ 
ceive $1.5 million annually 
for major capital mainten¬ 
ance costs in the building, 
from the proposed ticket 
tax. 

The deal also includes a 
provision for $2 million an¬ 
nually in advertising from 
the City of Edmonton, while 
revenue from the naming 
rights for the building will 
go to the Katz group. 

Under the deal the city 
will pay $219 million for 
the project, mostly from in¬ 
creased tax revenues related 
to the arena development. 
The Katz Group is on the 
hook for $143 million, a tick¬ 
et surcharge will cover $125 
million and other levels of 
government will contribute

• The deal envisions open¬

Edmonton Mayor Ste¬ 
phen Mandel said Edmon¬ 
tonians have got the idea 


that the city will be out of 
tax dollars, but he reiterated 
that taxes will not be raised 
for this project. 

Coun. Linda Sloan said 
this deal shut doors for the 
city, because it meant there 
was less money for the city 
to use in the future. 

“There’s an opportunity 
cost, public dollars will be 
used for a private business,” 
she said. 

Coun. Kim Krushell said 
when council dug its heels 
in last October, it sent the 
right message. 

“They pushed us and we 
pushed back and when both 
parties are not completely 
satisfied that’s when you 
normally get a good deal,” 
she said.

we were hoping to get done 
in four years may take five 
years, take six years,” John¬ 
son said, following a Tuesday 
evening telephone confer¬ 
ence with school councils. 

That’s concerning for 
Mike Lanteigne, chair of Es¬ 
ther Starlcman School’s par¬ 
ent council. 

“The need for new schools 
couldn’t be any more urgent 
than it is now,” he said. 

Last year, before the 


school received portables to 
house more students, the 
school was “bursting at the 
seams,” Lanteigne said. 

“We used our school li¬ 
brary, our auxiliary gymna¬ 
sium, our staff room and our 
industrial art room as home¬ 
rooms for children. The other 
options were using the Mac’s 
and 7-Eleven down the road.” 

Edmonton Public School 
Board chair Sarah Hoffman 
said principals across the 
district have gotten creative 
when it comes to finding 
space. 

“We’ve had a number of 
schools that have had to con¬ 
vert staff room space to class¬ 
room space,” Hoffman said.

Reserve funds. EPSB approves use of 
$3.2M to pay for new schools’ portables 


Three almost brand-new Ed¬ 
monton schools are already in 
need of more space to house 
students. 

On Tuesday, trustees with 
the Edmonton Public School 
Board (EPSB) approved a rec¬ 
ommendation to spend up to 
$3.2 million from the district’s 
capital reserve fund to pur¬ 
chase new modular classrooms 
and relocate eight portable 
classrooms. 

The use of capital reserve 
funds to address capacity 
issues is not sustainable, said 
board chair Sarah Hoffman, in 
a release. “The board decided 
that approving the use of these 
funds was the right thing to 
do, as we had a responsibility 
to address the capacity challen¬ 


ges at these schools,” she said. 

A. Blair McPherson school 
will receive six portable class¬ 
rooms and Dr. Donald Massey 
school will receive two port¬ 
able classrooms and four mod¬ 
ular classrooms. Both schools 
opened in 2010. 

Dr. Michael Strembitsky 
school, which opened in 2012 
and is projected to be over 
capacity by September 2013, 
will receive two new modular 
classrooms. 

Jane Sterling, spokesperson 
for the EPSB, said earlier this 
week that it was overwhelm¬ 
ing how many families were 
moving into neighbourhoods 
with new schools. 

“If you go to one of these 
new schools in the morning 



and see families dropping off 
their children, it’s really some¬ 
thing to see the number of 
young families with young chil¬ 
dren and more children com¬ 
ing.”

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Pay. Council votes to 
keep salary 1/3 tax-free 


City councillors rejected a 
move to eliminate the tax-free 
portion of their salaries, not¬ 
ing it would only cost local 
taxpayers more. 

The initial recommenda¬ 
tion came from an independ¬ 
ent committee’s review of 
council salaries. Council salar¬ 
ies are currently one-third tax- 
free and the committee felt it 
was less transparent. 

Councillors noted that 
eliminating the tax-free por¬ 
tion would cost $286,000 — 
money that would go to the 
federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments at a cost to Edmonton 
taxpayers. 

“Just to prove a point I 
don’t think is worth a couple 
hundred thousand bucks,” 
said Coun. Don Iveson.

Coun. Kim Krushell was 
the lone voice in favour of 
the recommendation. She 
said she understood the point 
other councilllors were mak¬ 
ing, but also wanted to respect 
the independent committee.

A wrench thrown into the 
works Wednesday could 
prevent the city from al¬ 
lowing online voting in the 
fall. 

City council moved to 
send the issue back to com¬ 
mittee to allow a resident to 
speak on the issue, but the 
delay in approving the idea 
could prevent necessary 
changes from taking place 
in time. 

Alayne Sinclair, the city 


clerk, cautioned council 
before it sent the issue to 
Monday’s executive com¬ 
mittee that this could pre¬ 
vent it from being ready in 
time. 

“It’s difficult but prob¬ 
ably not impossible,” she 
said following the meeting. 
“It’s going to be tight, and I 
am worried about it, so we 
will see what we can do.” 

The city’s proposal, 
which came after a mock 
jellybean election tested the 
process in the spring, would 
allow online voting for the 
advanced polling period 
leading up the election. 

On election day itself, 
residents would have to 
vote in person, and the trad¬ 
itional advance polls would 
also still operate. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
he just wanted to hear from

A University of Toronto profes¬ 
sor is offering $100 to anyone 
who can show him a surveil¬ 
lance camera, operated by a 
business, that complies with 
Canada’s privacy laws — but it 
isn’t an easy C-note. 

“We thought this is some¬ 
thing that calls for more atten¬ 
tion, so we wanted to docu¬ 
ment the problem, without 
having to do all the documen¬ 
tation ourselves,” said Prof. 
Andrew Clement, co-ordinator 
of the Information Policy Re¬ 
search Program at the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto. 

Privacy laws differ between 
provinces and between the

public and private sector, but 
Canada’s privacy commission 
has summed up the require¬ 
ments businesses have when 
recording people’s images in 
a public area, said Clement. 
One requirement that is visibly 
lacking in most cases is a sign 
informing people that they are 
being recorded. 

The signs should also say 
what the purpose of the sur¬ 
veillance is and who to contact 
about it, said Clement. 

After two years of offering 
the $100 reward to his stu- 



com- 


dents for educational purposes, 
he’s now opening it up to the 
entire country. Anyone can 
submit photos and descriptions 
of surveillance cameras to sur- 
veillancerights.ca and through 
an Android smartphone app, 
which is at the Beta-testing 
stage, available through the 
app store Google Play 
In some cases, it can 
be hard to tell who is re- / ^ 
sponsible for a camera, 
which in itself is a 
problem, said Clem¬ 
ent. /

vacy legislation,” he said. “If 
you don’t see a sign, it’s clearly 
not compliant with privacy 
laws around informed con¬ 
sent.”

Clement believes informing 
people when they are be¬ 
ing recorded is important 
now, but will become more 
important in the future as 
technology develops. 

Video surveillance is 
also an issue for people 
who don’t want their intim¬ 
ate moments recorded and 
marginalized people, when 
under surveillance, will 
more likely be treated with 
suspicion, he said. 

“A growing concern, 
which hasn’t emerged 
much yet, is when analytic 
capabilities are being built 
into these cameras — facial 
recognition or other kinds 
of tracking,” he said. 

Technology is being 
developed that can track 
people’s information and 
link it to their image, said 
Clement, adding now is the 
time for people to insist on 
their privacy rights.

In 2010, Faceboolc’s law¬ 
yers hit a similar service, 
lcnown as the Web 2.0 Suicide 
Machine, with a cease-and- 
desist letter. Abid and Mclean 
are hoping to avoid the same 
fate by not using Facebook’s 
API. Instead, FAddict queries a 
user’s unique Facebook URL. If 
the site returns an error mes¬ 
sage, they know the account is 
still off.

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Chief Spence to end hunger strike 


Commended as a 
warrior. Opposition 
parties, First Nations 
agree to fight federal 
government on 13 
specific demands 


Attawapislcat Chief Theresa 
Spence has agreed to end her 
hunger protest, and National 


Chief Shawn Atleo is coming 
back to work, but Ottawa-First 
Nations politics are certainly 
not returning to normal. 

Spence agreed Wednesday 
to call a halt to her 44-day fast, 
during which she stayed in a 
teepee on a frigid island up¬ 
stream from Parliament Hill 
— and managed to push First 
Nations issues to the top of the 
political agenda. 

The protest commanded the 
attention of Prime Minister Ste¬ 


phen Harper, his ministers and 
his top officials, and galvanized 
public opinion, revealing a 
stark division between people 
who want to see more help for 
First Nations and those who be¬ 
lieve they already get too much. 

The protest also exacerbat¬ 
ed a schism within the Assem¬ 
bly of First Nations, with many 
chiefs questioning Atleo’s 
leadership. 

“Our shared goal is simple 
and clear: to guarantee that

our children can achieve the 
brighter future that they de¬ 
serve,” Atleo said in a statement 
Wednesday. 

“We have made real 
progress in recent weeks. Our 
journey... will not be over until 
we have won those guaran¬ 
tees.” 

Those sentiments aren’t 
new, but Spence’s protest — 
coupled with the thousands 
of people who marched in the 
streets and blocked highways 


in the dead of winter under the 
Idle No More banner — gave 
Canada a taste of the impa¬ 
tience aboriginal communities 
have with the status quo. 

The breakthrough comes 
after a coalition of Liberal and 
NDP politicians and First Na¬ 
tions chiefs agreed to a dec¬ 
laration spelling out 13 specific 
demands for continuing nego¬ 
tiations between First Nations 
and the federal government.

Pussy Riot members 
tell of daily prison life 


The imprisoned members of 
the Pussy Riot feminist punk 
band say they feel no regrets 
about the irreverent “punk 
prayer” against President Vlad¬ 
imir Putin in Moscow’s main 
cathedral that landed them 
behind bars for two years. 

Nadezhda Tololconnilcova 
and Maria Alekhina offered 
a vivid but stoic description 
of their harsh prison condi¬ 
tions in interviews published 
Wednesday in the independ¬ 
ent Novaya Gazeta newspaper. 
They said they don’t expect 
clemency from authorities. 

Tololconnilcova, who like 
most female prisoners in Rus¬ 
sia’s prison colonies works at 
a sewing machine, was quoted 
by the paper as saying she has 
had her fingers punctured by 
the needle but has picked up 


speed and experience and can 
now meet her quota of mak¬ 
ing lining for 320 jackets a 
day. Like other prisoners, she 
bathes once a week and uses 
cold water to wash the rest of 
the week. 

“I am not paying much 
attention to living conditions,” 
she said in an interview filmed 
last month. “I’m ascetic, and 
living conditions matter little 
for me.” 

Tololconnilcova said she 
meditates to prevent her spirit 
from being dulled by the mon¬ 
otonous labour. She added 
that the main thing she misses 
is the ability to read freely. 

Three members of Pussy 
Riot were found guilty of hoo¬ 
liganism motivated by reli¬ 
gious hatred in August.

Moroccans may 
no longerhaveto 
marry their rapists 

Nearly a year after Morocco 
was shocked by the suicide 
of a 16-year-old girl who was 
forced to marry her alleged 
rapist, the government has 
announced plans to outlaw 
the traditional practice. 


Women’s-rights activ¬ 
ists on Tuesday welcomed 
Justice Minister Mustapha 
Ramid’s announcement, but 
said it was only a first step 
in reforms that aim to stop 
violence against women. 

The penal code allows those 
convicted of “corruption” or 
“kidnapping” of a minor to 
go free if they marry their 
victim. Judges encouraged 
the practice to spare family

U.S. offidals defend 
review of plane 
battery mishaps 

Obama administration of¬ 
ficials struggled Wednesday 
to defend their initial state¬ 
ments that the Boeing 787 
Dreamliner is safe while 
promising a transparent 
probe of mishaps involving 
the aircraft’s batteries. 

Transportation Secretary 
Ray LaHood stood by his 
Jan. 11 assertion that the 


787, Boeing’s newest and 
most technologically ad¬ 
vanced airliner, was safe. At 
that time, LaHood and the 
head of the Federal Aviation 
Administration, Michael 
Huerta, declared the plane 
fit to fly despite a battery 
fire in one plane. 

Five days later, follow¬ 
ing another battery mishap 
that led to an emergency 
landing of a 787 in Japan, 
LaHood and Huerta ordered 
United, the lone U.S. carrier 
with 787s, to ground the 
planes, the associated press

vice-president says 
plot uncovered; 
plans to see Chavez 

Venezuela’s vice-president 
said Wednesday that the 
government has uncovered a 
plot to attack him or another 
senior leader of President 
Hugo Chavez’s party. 

The purported plot 
involved “groups that have 
infiltrated the country,” Vice- 
President Nicolas Maduro said 


in a speech to government 
supporters. He added that 
the authorities believe the 
unidentified groups intended 
to attack him or National 
Assembly President Diosdado 
Cabello, and then “try to 
blame one or the other.” 

Maduro referred to the 
alleged plot after announcing 
he would travel to Cuba on 
Wednesday along with Oil 
Minister Rafael Ramirez to 
see the ailing Chavez, who 
underwent cancer surgery 
more than six weeks ago.

3 Canadians 
on plane 
missing in 
Antarctica 


Weather hinders 
search. Rescuers 
looking for trio after 
airplane presumed to 
have gone down en 
route to Terra Nova Bay 


Rescuers looking for three 
Canadians aboard an airplane 
presumed to have gone down 
in Antarctica were grappling 
with bad weather conditions 
Wednesday, as low visibility 
and strong winds hampered 
search efforts. 

No information was avail¬ 
able on the fate of the three 
men aboard the ski-equipped 
Twin Otter, which is owned 
by Calgary-based Kenn Borelc 
Air. 

A spokesman for the U.S. 
National Science Foundation 
— which operates a research 
station helping in the search 
for the missing plane — said 
the trio aboard the aircraft 
are thought to be Kenn Borelc 
crew members — a pilot, a 
co-pilot and a flight engineer. 


Background 


• Kenn Borek Air has been in 
operation since 1970 . Ac¬ 
cording to the company's 
website, fourteen aircraft 
participated in its 2012 
Antarctic season. 


• The company, which is 
also a fixture in Canada's 
North, has been sending 
planes to Antarctica for 
the past 28 years. 


• In 2001 , its pilots and 
planes were involved in 
the daring rescue of an ail¬ 
ing American doctor from 
the Amundsen-Scott South 
Pole Station. 

“My understanding is that 
it was just the flight crew 
and no passengers,” said 
Peter West, who is based in 
Arlington, Va., and had been 
in touch with crews in Ant¬ 
arctica. The plane was flying 
from the South Pole to an 
Italian base in Antarctica’s 
Terra Nova Bay.

In or out? U.K.’s leader 
proposes vote on leaving 
EU after next election 


British Prime Minister David 
Cameron pledged Wednes¬ 
day to offer citizens a vote on 
whether to leave the European 
Union if his party wins the 
next election, prompting re¬ 
bukes from European leaders 
accusing the premier of put¬ 
ting the bloc’s future at risk 
over domestic politics. 

Claiming that public dis¬ 
illusionment with the 27-na¬ 
tion EU is “at an all-time high,” 
Cameron used a long-awaited 
speech in central London to 
say that the terms of Brit¬ 
ain’s membership in the bloc 
should be revised and the 
country’s voters should have 
a say. 

Cameron proposed that his 
Conservative Party renegotiate 
the U.K.’s relationship with the 
EU if it wins the next general 
election, expected in 2015. 

“Once that new settlement 
has been negotiated, we will 
give the British people a refer¬ 
endum with a very simple in- 
or-out choice to stay in the EU 
on these new terms. Or come 
out altogether,’’Cameron said. 

The speech was seen by 
many as a gamble to shore 



up support from Cameron’s 
fractured, increasingly anti-EU 
party that risked antagonizing 
other countries focused on 
stemming the euro zone debt 
crisis.

Legal challenge. New 

rule to curb sugary 
beverages could harm 
minority businesses, 
opponents argue 


Opponents of New York City’s 
limit on the size of sugary 
drinks are raising questions of 
racial fairness alongside other 
complaints as the novel restric¬ 
tion faces a court test. 

The NAACP’s New York 
state branch and the Hispanic 
Federation have joined bever¬ 
age makers and sellers in their 
effort to stop the rule from tak¬ 
ing effect March 12. Critics are 
attacking what they call an in¬ 
consistent and undemocratic 
regulation, while city officials 
and health experts defend it as 
a pioneering and proper move 
to fight obesity. 

The issue is complex for 
the minority advocates, espe¬ 
cially given that obesity rates 
are higher than average among 
blacks and Hispanics, accord¬ 
ing to the federal Centers for 
Disease Control. The groups 
say in court papers they’re con¬ 


cerned about the discrepancy, 
but the soft-drink rule will un¬ 
duly harm minority businesses 
and “freedom of choice in low- 
income communities.” 

The latest in a line of 
healthy-eating initiatives dur¬ 
ing Mayor Michael Bloomberg’s 
administration, the beverage 
rule bars restaurants and many 
other eateries from selling high- 
sugar drinks in cups or contain¬ 
ers bigger than 16 ounces. 


The NAACP and the His¬ 
panic Federation, a network of 
100 northeastern groups, say 
minority-owned delis and cor¬ 
ner stores will end up at a dis¬ 
advantage compared to groceiy 
chains. 

That’s because supermar¬ 
kets and many convenience 
stores — including 7-Eleven, 
home of the Big Gulp — aren’t 
subject to city health regula¬ 
tions.

If you’re a typical Canadian

probably noted during the re¬ 
cent sub-zero temperatures that 

weather is relative. 

Oh sure, we Canadians get cold, vibrating in bus stops at 
frequencies that would be of interest to scientists who work 
at the Large Hadron Collider, but we won’t stand for anybody 
else saying that they’re cold. 

Observe. 

“It’s been -10 C for several days in Toronto and it’s trig¬ 
gered an extreme cold alert that...” 

By the time I get to that part in the sentence, there has 
been a great disturbance in the Canuck Force, with millions 
of voices scoffing out at once, then sputtering into silence. 
Also, hundreds of Internet commentators are pounding out 
dismissive missives about how cold their mom’s basement 
gets. 

Similarly, if a Montrealer were to complain about 40 
centimetres of snow, you can bet that a Newfoundlander will 
say they consider that a pleasant shake of the snow globe, 
suitable for family photos. 

I call these scornful reactions The Cold Snap.’ 

It’s a natural response, but as a columnist known for my 
desire to bring people together, I don’t think it’s necessary. 
After all, weather isn’t really relative. Did you know that most 
weather terms actually have very specific meanings? 

It’s true. Meteorologists have scientific definitions attached 
to things like “blizzard” and “wind chill,” so there’s no need 
to bicker about who’s wintrier-than-thou. Use this glossary to 
heat up (ha!) any arguments over the course of this long, dark 
winter. 

Weather glossary: 

• Arctic air mass. Catholic service in will-they-or-won’t- 
they wedding on season cliffhanger of popular CBC 
program. 

• Blizzard. Delicious ice cream confection from Dairy 
Queen. Spilling one enough to put army on alert in 
Toronto.

The Sundance Film Festival 
isn’t home to many shoot-em- 
up movies, but action-oriented 
actors at the festival are facing 
questions about Hollywood’s 
role in American gun violence. 

Guy Pearce, Ellen Page 
and Alexander Slcarsgard are 


among those who say Holly¬ 
wood shares in the blame. 

Pearce is in Park City, Utah, 
to support the family drama 
Breathe In, but he’s pulled 
plenty of imaginary triggers in 
violent films such as Lockdown 
and Lawless. He says Hollywood 
may make guns seem “cool” to 
the broader culture, but there 
are vast variations in films’ ap¬ 
proach to guns. 

“Hollywood probably does 
play a role,” Pearce said. “It’s a 
broad spectrum though. There 
are films that use guns flippant¬ 
ly, then there are films that use 
guns in a way that would make 
you never want to look at a gun 
ever again — because of the ef¬ 


fect that it’s had on the other 
people in the story at the time. 
So to sort of just say Hollywood 
and guns, it’s a broad palette 
that you’re dealing with, I 
think. But I’m sure it does have 
an effect. As does video games, 
as do stories on the news. All 
sorts of things probably seep 
into the consciousness.” 

Slcarsgard, who blasted 
away aliens in Battleship, says 
he agrees that Hollywood has 
some responsibility for how it 
depicts violence on-screen. 

“When (NRA executive dir¬ 
ector) Wayne LaPierre blames 
it on Hollywood and says guns 
have nothing to do with it, 
there is a reason,” he said. “I 


mean, I’m from Sweden. We 
do have violent video games 
in Sweden. My teenage brother 
plays them. He watches Holly¬ 
wood movies. We do have 
insane people in Sweden and 
in Canada. But we don’t have 
30,000 gun deaths a year. 

“Yes, there’s only 10 million 
people in Sweden as opposed to 
over 300 (million) in the United 
States. But the numbers just 
don’t add up. There are over 
300 million weapons in this 
country. And they help. They 
do kill people.” 

Page, who co-stars with 
Slcarsgard in The East, noted 
that gun restrictions are much 
more pervasive in her home 


country, Canada. “You can’t buy 
some crazy assault rifle that is 
made for the militaiy to kill 
people. And like that to me is 
just like a no-brainer,” she said. 
“Why should that just be out 
and be able to be purchased? 
That does not make me feel 
safe as a person.” 

Slcarsgard says it may be 
time to revisit the Second 
Amendment. 

“The whole Second Amend¬ 
ment discussion is ridiculous to 
me. Because that was written 
over 200 years ago, and it was a 
militia to have muskets to fight 
off Brits,” he said. “The Brits 
aren’t coming. It’s 2013.”

Luckily, direc¬ 
tor Peter Farrelly, who cast 
Merchant in 201 l’s Hall Pass, 
had Merchant in mind for a 
segment in his raunchy com¬ 
edy Movie 43. 

I gather it didn’t take much 
convincing to get you to 
work with Peter again? 

Yeah, basically Peter said, “Do 
you want to be in a sketch 
where you’re on a blind date 
with Halle Beriy?” I think I 
probably said yes before he’d 
finished the word Berry. That 
might have been the best of¬ 
fer I’ve ever had (laughs). 

They’re trying to keep 
details of the movie under 
wraps, but how much of the 
craziness that you get up to 
in this are you allowed to 
talk about? 

Do you know, I don’t know 
what I’m allowed to talk 
about. Basically it’s Halle and 
I on a blind date, and she 
introduces the idea of Truth 
or Dare, so our dares start 
quite modestly and kind of es¬ 
calate in absurdity and comic 
grotesqueness. 

It’s odd to think of either of 
you needing to go on a blind 
date.

Before Michael Chiklis 
could get down to the busi¬

At least he kept a sense 
of humour about the whole 
thing. 

How much say did you have 
in the clown disguise you 
wear?

I think Taylor 
and I were of a mind that 
we wanted it to be a classic 
clown look that could turn 
quite menacing on a dime. 

I was keenly aware that 
the first time you’d see me 
in the movie would be as a 
clown in a big fat suit. 

Was that a down police¬ 
woman?

You know, a little bit of 
irony with the clown cop. 

Given all the tough guy roles 
you’ve become known for, 
are people generally nerv¬ 
ous when they meet you in 
person?

For Donnie Wahlberg, it’s not 
a matter of why now, rather, 
“why not?”

They broke up 
in 1994 but got back together 
after a 14-year hiatus. Wahl¬ 
berg said he feels the break 


coincided with the matura¬ 
tion of their fan base. 

“They needed time to have 
families and husbands and 
children and get jobs and live 
their life,” Wahlberg said. 

But now he sees his band’s 
music as a complement to the 
fans’ adult lives. 

“We created an outlet 
for them to feel good about 
themselves and tap into that 


youthfulness that had been 
put to bed for a long time ... 
you may be 40, but the eu¬ 
phoria of it makes you feel 
14 all over again,” Wahlberg 
said. 

The band also announced 
a new single, Remix (I Like 
The), which will be released 
Jan. 28, and a new album, 10, 
which is out April 2.

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Miguel Adorned by the Grammys 


Five nominations. R&B 

singer has song of the 
year breakthrough nod 
and four others for 
upcoming music awards 


When record executive Mark 
Pitts heard Sure Thing, a 
song Miguel wrote for pos¬ 
sible inclusion on an album 
by Usher, Pitts felt there was 
something special about the 
young songwriter. Then he 
heard Quickie, another song 
from Miguel, and Pitts knew 
he had to meet the man be¬ 
hind these infectious R&B 
jams. 

“He came and performed 
and just had no fear. I loved 
him,” said Pitts, president of 
urban music at RCA Records. 
“He was like Elvis. He was all 
over the place at the time, but 
it was just different. With a 
little tweaking, this could be 
special.” Instead of giving the 
songs to Usher, Pitts gave Mi¬ 
guel a recording contract. The 
25-year-old kept the songs for 
his 2010 debut album, All I 
Want Is You, and the tracks be¬ 
came R&B hits. Sure Thing was 
201 l’s top R&B song. 

Now the singer who almost 
fell behind the scenes is nom¬ 
inated for the coveted song of 
the year Grammy with Adorn, 
his third No. 1 hit on the R&B 
charts. The song is Miguel’s 
crossover single to pop ter- 
ritoiy and is from his sopho¬ 
more album, Kaleidoscope 
Dream. 

“Interestingly I’ve only 
more recently realized how 
big of a deal it is,” he said of 
the top category nomination, 


which pits him against No. 1 
pop smashes from Carly Rae 
Jepsen, fun. 0 and Kelly Clark¬ 
son. “I think it’s nothing short 
of a blessing. I’m like, ‘Wow. 
Of the year? Of the year? Real- 
ly?’” 

And that’s just one of his 
five nominations. 

Kaleidoscope Dream is up 
for best urban contemporary 
album, a new category where 
Miguel will compete with 
Frank Ocean’s Channel OR¬ 
ANGE and Fortune by Chris 
Brown. Adorn is also up for 
best R&B song and best R&B 
performance, while Lotus 
Flower Bomb, his collabora¬ 
tion with rapper Wale, is nom¬ 
inated for best rap song. 

Like his debut, LA-based 
Miguel tackles various sounds 
on his latest album. He de¬ 
scribes his music as “danger¬ 
ous” and “quietly killing.” 
He combines R&B vocals 
with smooth beats at times 
and electro-flavoured ones at 
others. Adorn is a mellow R&B 
outtalce, as is his latest single, 
Do You... . But he also meshes 
funk, electric and rock sounds 
on his album, and he’s drawn 
comparisons to Prince, thanks 
to his futuristic vibe; shiny, fit¬ 
ted fashion ensembles; trendy 
hairstyle and electrifying stage 
presence. 

But Miguel’s debut didn’t 
splash like his latest album. 
He didn’t earn any Grammy 
nominations, though he had 
produced multiple R&B hits 
and toured with Mary J. Blige 
and Usher. Miguel says he was 
more confident when he re¬ 
corded his recent album. 

“I trusted myself so much 
more this time. I just felt a lot 
sturdier and land of went with

my gut on a lot of things,” he 
said of Kaleidoscope Dream, 
which made several critics’ 
best records of 2012 lists. “I 
had a good idea, but I don’t 
know if I knew how to convey 


the idea the best way and the 
most honest way, and it took 
that first album for me to 
learn the ropes.” 

Miguel’s growth also comes 
from songwriting: He co-wrote 
three songs on Usher’s Ray¬ 
mond v. Raymond, co-wrote 
the Blige and Musiq Soulchild 
duet Ifuleave and Jaheim’s 
Finding My Way Back. He’s 
also expanding his audience as 
he recently wrapped up a tour 
with R&B crooner Trey Songz, 
and is the opening act for Ali- 


cia Keys’ Set the World on Fire 
Tour, which lacks off March 7 
in Seattle. Keys also co-wrote a 
song on Miguel’s latest album. 

Miguel, who is black and 
Mexican, said he’s been influ¬ 
enced by a number of acts, in¬ 
cluding James Brown, Freddie 
Mercury, Van Morrison and 
Jimi Hendrix. His sound is part 
of the progressive movement 
in R&B that includes acts like 
The Weelcnd and Ocean, who 
earned six nominations at this 
year’s Grammys. 


“I think they’re all helping 
each other at this point,” said 
Pitts, who’s worked with No¬ 
torious B.I.G., Diddy, TLC and 
Nas. “What Frank Ocean is do¬ 
ing — musically and what he 
stands for, him coming out, all 
of that — is bringing attention 
to the sound.... So is Miguel... 
and now the Grammys.” 

The 55 th annual Grammy 
Awards will air live on CBS 
from the Staples Center in Los 
Angeles on Feb. 10.

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Coupland authors new furniture line 


Stuck in your JPod? 

Best-selling author 
creates line with writers 
and artists in mind 


Furniture designer is the 
latest addition to author 
Douglas Coupland’s growing 
list of accomplishments. 

The best-selling author 
teamed up with SwitzerCult- 
Creative, a brother-sister 
luxury design collection, to 
create a line of furniture that 
is being unveiled at Toronto’s 
Interior Design Show this 
weekend. 

When I first heard about 
the furniture line, I was 
curious about what you 
would be designing — 
couches, tables, ottomans? 
But looking at the collec¬ 
tion, it makes perfect sense. 
It’s designed for creativity, 
for a writer, an artist. Why 
did you want to do this col¬ 
lection? 

I’ve been using an escritoire 
for years and it’s the perfect 
thing for writing — its 
ergonomics — it’s closeabil- 
ity ... and the fact that it 
feels slightly going-baclc-in- 
timeish to use one. It’s not 


a category anyone else on 
earth is doing right now. 

What was the inspiration 
behind the collection? I 
know you spent time in 
Japan; did that experience 
influence this collection? 
Aside from my own happi¬ 
ness with my own escritoire, 
my time in Japan was a big 
factor. In art school there, 
calligraphy is mandatory, 
and to do it properly, there’s 
a little bit of ritual involved 
... this desk does that perfect¬ 
ly, but it works for laptops as 
well as ink. 

There seems to be a com¬ 
bination of order, chaos and 
calm to the collection. You 
can close the desk, you can 
slip the seat underneath, 
and the bookcases can be 
closed.

Annie Buttus of That Little 
Place by the Lights in Hunts¬ 
ville, Ont., turns out amazing 
homemade gnocchi and lasa- 
gna from an electric stove in 
the basement of the small res¬ 
taurant she owns with her hus¬ 
band Loris. 


Ingredients 


Meat Sauce 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) vegetable oil 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) butter 

• 1 onion, chopped 

• 500 g (1 lb) ground beef 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) each crumbled 
dried rosemary, dried oregano, 
dried parsley, dried basil, dried 
thyme and chili flakes 

• 11 (4 cups) canned plum 
tomatoes 

• 11 (4 cups) tomato puree 

• 1 can (369 ml/13 oz) tomato 
paste 

• Salt and pepper, to taste 

Gnocchi 

• 4 medium baking potatoes 
(unpeeled) 

• 2 large eggs, lightly beaten 

• 1 ml (1/4 tsp) salt 

• 500 ml (2 cups) all-purpose 
flour (approx) 


That Little Pace by the Lights 
is just one of the places John 
Catucci visited for You Gotta 
Eat Here! 

“That was one of my favour¬ 
ite places that I shot at,” Catucci 
says. “I had gone to the cottage 
in Huntsville a few times and 
we stopped in that little restau¬ 
rant. It’s tiny. From the outside 
I wasn’t expecting much. But 
when you got in, you could 
smell the tomato sauce cook¬ 
ing right away and you land of 
knew that it was the real deal.” 

In the companion book to 
his show, Catucci offers the re¬ 
cipe for Annie’s Gnocchi. 

1. Sauce: In pot over medium 
heat, heat oil and butter. Add 
onion and cook, stirring, until 
golden brown. Add ground beef 
and cook until brown. 

2 . Stir in rosemary, oregano, 
parsley, basil, thyme and chili 
flakes, then add tomatoes, to¬ 
mato puree and tomato paste. 
Fill each empty can halfway 
with water and add to sauce. 
Cook, uncovered and stirring 
occasionally, for 11/2 hours or 
until your preferred thickness. 
Season with salt and pepper. 


3 . Gnocchi: Boil potatoes until 
easily pierced with a fork. Drain 
and let cool. When cool enough 
to handle, peel and mash. 

4 . Turn mashed potatoes out 
onto a lightly floured work sur¬ 
face. Make a well in the centre 
and fill with eggs and salt. Using 
a wooden spoon or your hands, 
start mixing in potato from the 
sides of the well. When all the 
potato is incorporated, knead 


dough, adding as much flour as 
needed to make a firm dough. 

5 . Divide dough into 4 equal 
pieces. Dust work surface light¬ 
ly with flour. With your hands, 
roll each piece into a rope about 
1 cm (1/2 inch) thick. Cut each 
rope into 1-cm (1/2-inch) long 
pieces and shape. Place on a 
baking sheet dusted with flour. 

6. Bring a large pot of salted 


water to a boil. Use bench scrap¬ 
er to scoop up gnocchi and drop 
into boiling water. When gnoc¬ 
chi rise to the surface, they are 
ready. Using a slotted spoon, 
transfer to a bowl. Toss gnoc¬ 
chi with sauce and serve, the

Two coaches fired 
after poor showing 
at London Games 

Athletics Canada has fired 
its two top coaches. 

Head coach Alex 
Gardiner and chief high- 
performance officer Martin 
Goulet were let go by track- 
and-field’s national gov¬ 
erning body on Wednesday, 
on the heels of Canada’s 
disappointing performance 
at last summer’s London 
Olympics. 

“I think now, especially 
with dollars being involved, 
there’s accountability and 
there are performance 
expectations,” Athletics 
Canada’s CEO Rob Guy said 
in a phone interview from 
his Ottawa office. “Really 
we’re in the performance 
business, we have object¬ 
ives for performance and, 
just like anybody else, we 
need to meet them. 

“We get a lot of money 
to attempt to win medals, 
and when we don’t do that, 
we need to look at ways as 
to how we get better.” 

Canada had set a target 
of three athletics medals 
in London, but fell short, 
coming away with just one 
— Derek Drouin’s bronze in 

high jump. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Devan Dubnyk didn’t look like 
he was just hours removed 
from being chased from the net 
in the Edmonton Oilers’ forget¬ 
table home opener. 

The Oilers goaltender ap¬ 
peared relaxed and confident at 
practice Wednesday afternoon, 
one night after being pulled 
after the first period of a 6-3 loss 
to the San Jose Sharks. 

The 26-year-old from Re¬ 
gina, who was handed the Oil¬ 
ers starting goaltender job this 
season, said he was relieved 
by the forgiving reaction of 
Edmonton fans to his shaky 
performance. 

He said he’ll take his get-out- 
jail-free card and use it wisely. 

“The fans took it pretty easy 
on me for how it went down,” 
he said after an Oilers prac¬ 
tice designed to purge their 
thoughts of Tuesday’s loss and 
get them prepared for Thurs¬ 
day’s game against the Los An¬ 
geles Kings. 

It’s a little surprising the 
fans were so accepting, consid¬

played. It’s certainly frustrating 
sometimes but I’ve always said 
I feel confident in myself and 
confident I can do the job and 
I feel my teammates and the or¬ 
ganization feel the same way.”

We know this team can 
score, but it doesn’t matter 
if the Oilers ring up three 
goals per game if they’re let¬ 
ting four, five or six go by in 
the other direction.

Fake girlfriend hoax 


Te'o asks‘What 
would you do?’ 

Notre Dame linebacker 
Manti Te’o admitted 
to Katie Couric he 
answered questions 
about his “dead,” online 
girlfriend even after he 
received a call Dec. 6 
from a woman posing as 
the fake person. 

Te’o also maintained 
he played no part in the 
hoax. 

Te’o claims he never 
met Lennay Kelcua in 
person, but developed a 
serious relationship with 
her through phone calls 
and electronic messages. 

“Katie, put yourself 
in my situation. I, my 
whole world told me 
that she died on Sept. 
12,” Te’o said in an inter¬ 
view to air Thursday 
on Couric’s syndicated 
talk show. “Now I get 
a phone call on Dec. 6, 
saying that she’s alive 
and then I’m going (to) 
be put on national TV 
two days later. And to 
ask me about the same 
question. You know, 
what would you do?” 

The Heisman Trophy 
finalist made at least 
three references to his 
girlfriend in media 
interviews after Dec. 6, 
including during ESPN’s 
Heisman presentation 
show on Dec. 8.

Seau family sues, 
claims league hid 
perils of repetitive 
blow to the head 

Add Junior Seau’s family 
to the thousands of 
people who are suing the 
NFL over the long-term 
damage caused by concus¬ 
sions. 

Seau’s ex-wife and four 
children sued the league 
on Wednesday, saying 
the former linebacker’s 
suicide was the result of 
brain disease caused by 
violent hits he sustained 
while playing football. 

The wrongful death 
lawsuit, filed in California 
Superior Court in San 
Diego, blames the NFL 
for its “acts or omissions” 
that hid the dangers 
of repetitive blows to 
the head. It says Seau 
developed chronic trau¬ 
matic encephalopathy 
(CTE) from those hits, 
and accuses the NFL of 
deliberately ignoring and 
concealing evidence of 
the risks associated with 
traumatic brain injuries. 

Seau died at the age of 
43 of a self-inflicted gun¬ 
shot in May. He was diag¬ 
nosed with CTE, based on 
posthumous tests, earlier 
this month. 

Scores of the concus¬ 
sion lawsuits have been 
brought together before 
U.S. District Judge Anita B. 
Brody in Philadelphia. 

Helmet manufac¬ 
turer Riddell Inc., also 
is a defendant, with the 
Seau family saying Rid¬ 
dell was “negligent in its 
design, testing, assembly, 
manufacture, marketing 
and engineering of the 
helmets” used by NFL 
players. The suit says the 
helmets were unreason¬ 
ably dangerous and 
unsafe. 

Riddell issued a state¬ 
ment saying it is “con¬ 
fident in the integrity 
of our products and our 
ability to successfully de¬ 
fend our products against 
challenges.”

Pierre’s training partner Roiy 
(Ares) MacDonald (14-1) and 
Carlos Condit (28-6) and an¬ 
other 170-pound bout pitting 
Johny Hendricks (14-1) against 
Jake Ellenberger (28-6) may 
help decide who St-Pierre’s fu¬ 
ture opponents will be, if he 
stretches his winning streak to 
11 by defeating Diaz. 

“This is the big fight that 
people wanted to see, more 


than any other guy,” said St- 
Pierre (23-2). “For me, Nick is 
the No. 1 contender. 

“There’s a history between 
us. We both wanted this fight 
for a long time. Let’s do it.” 

The two were scheduled to 
square off nearly two years ago, 
but Diaz (27-8-1) was dropped 
from the bout when he failed 
to turn up at two promotional 
events, the Canadian press

“It was an unfortunate 
incident which both parties 
regret being involved in.”
